Mr. Atkinson went overseas in 
1915 and was wounded on the Somme 
in 1916.

Later he was 
transferred to the Seventh Canadian 
Stationary Hospital. 

Mr. Atkinson returned to Canada 
in April of 1919,

ink it was an editorial I read 
ently that said the next war would 
be fought with “silver bullets.” It 
Was a comment 
reference made by the Prime Minis- 
ter of Great Britain concerning the 
control they have of finances. 


Far from being qualified to speak 
to the subject with authority, a few 
notions have come floating to the 
surface. To these I give utterance. 

Great has been the power of money 
and credit, but is there not signs of 
that power weakening? 
things are changing with unparalleled 
rapidity: will the financial system 
not change too? 

Let us remember that it is not coin 
that nourishes the body but food; 
not pen-marks on the ledger that 
warms our frame but clothing. 

That of what intrinsic worth is 
currency? None whatever. Except 
as a token of the value of goods and 
services; and as such it is a medium 
by which the trafficking in goods 
may be facilitated. That, I believe, 
is its proper sphere and no other. 

Except that currency represents 
value, it is itself of little worth. 

Alberta has tried to act upon that 
fact, but we would have none of it. 
“It has no backing,’ we complained. 
But what did we mean? 


“It has no gold behind it!” we ex- | 


plained. 
What senseless prattle from moss- 
covered brains! Some sincere, others 


not. 
Can't we see that it isn’t currency 
that “backs” anything? It the 


goods and the services that the cur- 
rency betokens that does the “back- 

Well, then, we will suppose that 
you are a millionaire. Take all your 
cash, bonds, etc.—tokens of value— 
and go with your family to a remote 
island where there is no food, cloth- 
ing or fuel. You know what would 
happen! But I, though deprived of 
all cash, will ensconce myself in my 
Aspen Glen home, with its filled 
cellars, wooded lot, milking cow, the 
spinning-wheel and with those of my 
inplying knitting 
what would

Now tell if you will, whoyhas the 
“backing’—you the millionaire per- 
ishing on the island, or I living and 
active in my haven of comfort? Your 
cherished stuff is 


me by nature. 

Within bounds there is great serv- 
ice given us by currency and credit: 
but it has long since been out of 
bounds. Long has it ceased to be a 
mere token of value. It is treated as 
property and demands rent when it 
is not property: it is esteemed as a 
laborer and commands wages when 
it is no laborer. 

And instead of facilitating the 
traffic of goods and services it ob- 
structs it. Unless it can get its rent 
as though it were property: unless it 
can get its wages as though it were 
a human laborer, its service is with- 
held, vaults remain full, and suffer- 
ing continues—continues while abun- 
dance prevails. 

What shame! How lacking is our 
lauded intelligence! How tarnished 
our prized advancements! Civiliza- 
tion gone mad! Go to the savages 
we fools and learn wisdom!—who if 
there is plenty, suffer not—who hav- 
ing a potential enemy, supplies them 
not with weapons by which to in- 
crease the slaughter of themselves. 

But as to finance; nations are com- 
mencing to bolt the age-old method 
of financing, and insist on doing 
business by exchange of goods. Ina 
few brief years the “silver bullets” 
idea may be a relic of the past—who 
knows? 

We are due for surprises, I trow. 
But when at last we awake per- 
chance too late and experience the 
remorseful fate of him with the 
buried talent, we will have none but 
ourselves to blame. 


Piteously. virile manhood pleads 
for work: urgent is the need for 
national developments; but finances 


(oh shame!) seeing no profit remains 
adamant. Therefore an army of men 
are fed not to work, but to idle time 
away: countless projects din for at- 
tention but without avail. 

Behold the picture! Idle men: ur- 
gent projects: abundance of necessi- 
ties and all manner of tools; but 
finances stand between. How ap- 
palling is our state! 

Feverishly other nations press their 
developments and subordinate all 
else to their accomplishment. But 
we:—Our manhood rots, advance- 
ments are blocked, our position grows 
more vulnerable, while foolish, self- 
righteous fingers point indignantly at 
others. 

Do we indeed control 
No! Finances control us! 

“Is yon dictator quite sane?”

Recently Mr. P. J. Rowe gave a 
radio address in which he said: 


Dividends For Some 


“I said in 1935 that I believed in 
; social dividends. I still do. And to 
| prove that dividends ARE being paid, 
let me quote the Monetary Times of 
December 10, 1938. There we find 
that 120 Canadian companies are dis- 
tributing their second largest Christ- 
mas present on record this month— 
$90,600,000; and four oil companies 


are paying in dividends forty-three | 


million dollars in this month alone. 
According to this same authority, 
dividend payments in Canada this 
year will be $322,465,624. This 
represents but part (about 70 per 
cent, according to the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics) of the profits 
earned by Canadian companies this 
year. 

“And while this fabulous amount 
of wealth is going into the pockets of 
a comparatively few Canadians, this 
year farmers, fishermen and workers 
~ going without the necessities of 
ife. 

“I read in The Edmonton Journal 
of November 30, 1938, a dispatch 
from Stellartown, N.S., saying that 
in statements taken from 80 families, 
covering 621 persons, the children 
are living in a_ state of semi- 
starvation, and 80 per cent of them 
didn’t know the taste of cow’s milk. 
The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
tells me that of the 2,476,414 wage- 
earners in Canada, one-third are paid 
less than $500 per year, 


per year. While the farmers in every 
province in Canada, with one of the 
greatest crops in fruit, grain and 
vegetables on record, are flat on their 
backs, and losing money on nearly 
everything they produce. 
Runs Backward 

“This is capitalism, 1938 model; a 
system that runs backward, in which 
the harder producers work, the more 
skill and energy they put into their 
work, the poorer they must become. 
A good crop, or abundance of any- 
thing is a calamity. And when the 
children in the cities cry for bread, 
we say: ‘No, you can’t have any, be- 
cause we've got too much.’ Iron- 
ically enough, the issue of the 
Monetary Times, which tells of this 
vast volume of wealth pouring into 
the bank accounts of a few favored 
Canadians, carries a statement from 
the Federal Minister of Labor, from 
which I quote as follows: ‘The r 
capita cost of farm placement relief 
is approximately $14 per month, in- 
;cluding $5 allowance paid to the 
farmer.’ In other words, our single 
homeless young men, who should be 
‘founding homes of their own, are 
denied the right to work and create 
, useful wealth, isolated from society, 
;and compelled to endure the heart- 
breaking degradation of public char- 
|ity—-all their natural rights trampled 
}upon and ignored through this fan- 
|tastic veto which those who believe 
jin the capitalist systern have clamped 
down upon their lives.

United States Economy 
“Let us now glance at the United 


| States of America, the world’s richest | 


}country, both in natural resources 
and productive capacity. Mr. Upton | 
|}Sinclair, writing in the Mercury 


Magazine for December, 1938, states 
that in his country 30 million people, 
or one out of four, are receiving re- 
lief, that there are 13 million persons 
totally unemployed, and between 
three and four million employed part 
time. 

“From an authoritative source I 
get the following figures for the in- 
come of the people in 1936. For that 
year 36,000 families, 
130,000 people, or one-tenth of one 
per cent of the population, received 
ten billion dollars income—the low- 
est income being $75,000 and the 
average $300,000; while at the other 
end of the scale 12 million families, 
or 42 per cent of the population, re- 
ceived about the same income, or ten 
billion dollars. In this group the 


highest income was $1,500 and the 
average $833.”

CAN'T SEE IT MR. ALBRIGHT’S 
WAY 


Dear Editor: 

Is it not strange that when a per- 
son has earned a trifle of recognition 
in some field of endeavor he feels 
justified in setting himself up, and is 
encouraged by conformist society to 
set himself up, as authority on all 
manner of subjects alien to his own 
particular sphere? 

Jack Dempsey is quoted at length 


. }on a nice point of labor union tactics; 


Mary Pickford writes a book to tell 
mothers and grandmothers how to 
live a “fuller life’; Eddie Windsor 
gets a big hand when he discusses 
hog marketing at a county fair; W. 
D. Albright, for no apparent reason 
but that he is a good farmer, gets a 
hearing when he discusses sociology. 

On his own beat, Mr. Albright is 
often instructive and sometimes in- 
teresting; the reason probably is that 
when he talks about farming he 
knows what he is talking about. But 
his sociology. his economics, even his 
vaunted regard for “human rights 
and principle,” are those of one who 
smugly satisfied with his own 
“success”; who cannot quicken the 
tempo of his step to keep pace with 
a changing world; who dreams, in- 
stead, of turning the clock back- 
wards.

Exhibit “A” in Mr. Albright’s 
sociological menagerie is the quaint 
platitude that there are always 


|plenty of good jobs for good men. 
|The implication is that there is some- 
‘where a clerk, a legislator, or a farm 
manager who is indispensable in the 
scheme of things. The truth is that 
the man never lived whose place 
|could not be adequately filled by a 
j}hundred others. “Think how 
jsultan after sultan, 
|abode his hour or two, and went his 
| way.” 

Mr. Albright places the number of 
|Canadian men who are riding the 
lrods and hitch-hiking their way 
across the country at 80,000. Is he 


asking us to believe that none of) 


these men are “capable, honest men, 
who will do their best, etc., etc.?” 
|If half of them are this kind of men, 
why do they not get jobs forthwith? 
|If one per cent are this kind of men, 
why do not that one per cent get 
jobs? To put the extreme case, 


is the kind of man the executives are 
supposed to be looking for, why do 
not the executives seek out that one 
man and give him a job? 

The fact is that, all unnoticed by 


Mr. Albright — and many others of | 


his generation —the world has been 
undergoing changes. Let me give 
one example to show the trend: Los 
Angeles County telephone exchange 
formerly employed over 300 people— 
presumably honest, reliable, and all 
the rest of it. A couple of years ago 
a new, fully mechanized exchange 
was built, which serves the same 
purpose as the old one, but with seven 
employees. Of these seven, only one 
is required to keep the plant running; 
the other six would not be needed 
but for the price system. This is the 
kind of thing which is going on all 


along the line. But Mr. Albright | 
would say to these 300 displaced | 
workers: 


“Ah, but what are you pre- 
pared to put into life? Are you 
the sort of people who can be 
depended on, and promoted? 
Kindly remember that oppor- 
tunity lies within yourself.” 

And technological unemployment 
is only one phase of the picture, and 
not the really fundamental one. 
There is nothing basically wrong 
with a machine which permits the 
human animal to straighten his back 
another notch; to look up instead of 
down. It is not the machine, but the 
ownership of the machine, that is at 
fault. We should have reached the 
same impasse, over a longer time, 
without the machine at all, through 
|the contradictions and absurdities 
linherent in the private ownership 
system. The machine only hastened 
| the end. it did not cause it. 

“But,” says this spritely optimist, 
“not all of you want salaried - 
|tions. Most, I hope, want to establish 
yourselves on farms.” An original 
thought, certainly. Lei us examine 
it.

Instead of our 
capitalists coming out of a war poor, 
the nation eomes-out-of a war with 
hundreds more 
when she went in. 

We know that wherever there is a 
million coming to someone it must 
come from somewhere. It must 
come from the people. Wherever 
there is a financial credit there must 
be a debit. It is the rank and file 
who bleed during the war and who, 
economically speaking, are bled by 
capitalism.or the profit system after 
the war. 

The financial and industrial rulers 
of Canada were not supposed to pay 
for the last war. It was to come “out 

_of the top six inches of Canadian 
soil,” declared Canada’s war-time 
treasurer, Banker White. 

We have understood that the 
supplying of war material in fut’ ze 
was to be done by the government, 
so that no capitalistic concern should 

rofit out of a national calamity. 

ut before there is any war on, the 
first contract is so juicy with pros- 
ts of profits that a bankrupt 
iler concern can be bought for 
$100,000 and capitalized at fifteen 
times that amount, and the promoters 
get over one million dollars for pure 
water. The regular newspapers all 
come under our nose to say that there 
was nothing wrong done. Why, no! 
Capitalism will jail you for stealing 
a loaf of bread, but if you can legally 
steal a million dollars you will be 
honored by a publicly paid white- 
wash committee. 

So much for the Bren gun contract, 

a small fish compared with the Beau- 
harnois water-power deal, where a 
50-million-dollar investment was to 
be watered to the tune of 330 million, 
in order that the people who need 
heat and light might be forced to pay 
profits on 330 million dollars of in- 
vestment that wasn’t there. 
. The profit system says, pay the 
profits or go cold or go without elec- 
tric light. It says, pay profits or go 
without equipment to defend your 
nation. The socialistic ideal says 
that the needs of human beings, not 
the making of profits, should be the 
motivating power of Canadian life 
and activity. 

To the man who says that men will 
not work without the profit incen-

tive, I will answer that there are 
200,000 railway men_ working in 
Canada. Everyone of them is work- 


ing for wages—88% of the profit 
went out of Canada when there was 
any. Would the men be less willing 
to work for Canada than for profits 
for New York or London? I never 
noticed any particular slackness 
when the northern railways were 
under even our provincial govern- 
ment.

we found when striking the mill rate 


for 1938 that same would have to be | 


increased to the same level as 1936. 
This was partly caused on account of 
reductions in assessment. My object 
in b this to your attention is 
to show that on the present assess- 
ment the mill rate is as low as it is 
possible to make it consistent with 
good financing. The possibility is 
that the mill rate will increase if the 
demand for social services and un- 
employment continue to increase as 
they have during the past two years. 
The only way left then to hold the 
present mill rate would be to spend 
less in other work. 
School Poll Tax: 

Good collections were made this 
year, amounting to $648, as compared 
with $464 in 1937. As you know, 
this represents a tax collected on all 
persons over the age of 21 who do 
not own any property, and is placed 
to the credit of school taxes collected. 

Works Committee: 

Considerable work was done in 
replacement of sidewalks, mainly in 
business sections of the town. 
new block of sidewalk was built on 
Main Street running north. 

A considerable sum was spent on 
drainage. The council have _ con- 
sidered the question of future new 
sidewalks being constructed of more 
permanent materials. 

Health and Relief: 


The present rate of rebate from 
the government on unemployment 
relief is 60%. 

The amount spent by the health 
and relief committee was consider- 
ably increased over 1937 by $1,366; 
the net cost to the town for unem- 
ployment relief and social services 
being $3,180.34, health costing 
$798.47. 

The town is continuing the practice 
of obtaining hospital tickets for in- 
digents in order that they may re- 
ceive the benefit of the 50 cents per 
day rate. 

The town has put into effect a sys- 
tem of garbage collection which 
partly accounts for an increase in 
cost under this heading, and which 
has resulted in the lanes being put 
into a much more satisfactory con- 
dition. 

An additional expenditure had to 
be met to cover the cost of inspec- 
tion of all meats which are now sold 
within the town. 

Fire Brigade: 

Improvements have been made to- 
wards the efficiency of the fire 
brigade by the purchase of a larger 
fire truck equipped with a booster 
pump, with further protection by the 
installation of additional fire hy- 
drants. 

Water: 

The water operating account has 
shown that a surplus was made in 
that department for the past year. 
A complete report has been received 
from Haddin & Miles, our consulting 
engineers, covering a survey of the 
installation of the sewer and water 
system from the commencement to 
the completion. 

The system is operating satisfac- 
torily, and there are now sixteen 
consumers connected with two con- 
nections to sewer pipe line only. It 
will depend on the number of prop- 
erty owners adjoining the pipe line 
who connect to same as to the amount 
of revenue earned by the system. 
Last year was the year of construc- 
tion. This year we expect to be the 
year of connections. 

With the money borrowed at the 
low interest rate of 2 per cent there 
should be no difficulty in meeting all 
debenture payments out of water 
revenues and frontage taxes, without 


at large. 

I would point out that our revenue 
to date has been almost entirely de- 
rived from sales of water through 
sales by tank delivery, and which | 
will still cover the town to a large 
extent. 

Parks and Lands: 

The tree planting program has 
been carried on over the past number 
of years, and this has done much to 
beautify the town. It is to be re-| 
gretted that a certain amount of de- 
struction occurred, and we again 
emphasize the need of cooperation of | 
all citizens in the town’s endeavors | 
for the preservation and encourage- 
ment of tree planting. 


Airport: 

We have renewed the lease for a 
period of twenty-five years with the 
Dominion government. Further im- 
provements have been carried out, } 
and an extension of the southeast to | 
northwest runway completed, with | 
some brush cutting, stone removal ' 
and levelling. It is hoped that} 
federal assistance may be forthcoming 
towards further development which 
will make this a first class airport. 
A large expansion in this business 
has been noticeable over the past! 
year, and other air routes started in| 
1938 now make use of this landing | 
field, and this continues to develop 
Grande Prairie as an air centre. 

Building: 

The purchase of the skating rink | 
has now been completed, and it is| 
operated by the town with a rental | 
agreement being made with the/ 
Curling Club. |

Some reductions in rates were ob- 
tained. It is hoped that with the 
further growth of this utility that 
further reductions in rates will be 
made, as this seems to be the basis 
on which reductions are obtained. 

Application for Further Loan 

Negotiations are at present under 
way for an additional Dominion 
government 2% loan for the purpose 
of making further necessary addi- 
tions to the present water and sewer 
system. A by-law in this connection 
is now being prepared which will be 
placed before the burgesses in the 
near future. As a vote of the bur- 
gesses has to be taken either before 
or after making application to the 
government for the loan, the council 
considered the best policy was to 
place the by-law 
payers first, and if passed by the 
required majority, steps will then be 
taken to make application to govern- 
ment. This will be for a thirty-year 
period, making the half-yearly pay- 
ment $1,112 and the yearly payment 
$2,224, in comparison with the half- 
yearly payment of $1,522, and the 
yearly payment of $3,044 on a 
twenty-year debenture, which the 
first $50,000 called for. 

To again compare either of these 
{with the debenture issued in the first 
place bearing 5%% interest, the 
‘amount required semi-annually to 
repay same over twenty years was 
$2,092, or $4,183 annually. 

Putting it in another way for com- 
parison: If we succeed in getting the 
$100,000 2% loan this way, it would 
require $5,268 annually to repay 
same, whereas the $50,000 54%% de- 
benture would have cost us $4,183 
each year to retire, being a differ- 
ence of $1,085 for an additional 
$50,000. 

This shows what cheaper interest 
rates will do, and the savings effected 
by the ratepayer. 

I submit these figures to this an- 
nual ratepayers’ meeting in order 
that they may know when this is 
submitted to them to vote on what it 
is about.
